In fact, for entertaining, more 
and more of us arc adopting the simple, delightfully informal buffet meal 
—a meal which appeals to men and women alike, and which does not 
limit the number of your guests to the size of a dining room table. 


One of the nicest things about a buffet luncheon, dinner or supper, 
is that it is I'Vny.j o flexible. For example, if your home is small, and 
you have inviu-.: <p; 
si few guests, all you need is a fair-sized table, 
placed where it as rv. convenient, on which to arrange the buffet fare, 
and enough comfortable chairs in the same room or in adjoining rooms. 


The buffet menu should be such as to minimize 
the dangers of holding a plate on the lap, and so foods 
that need knives, or that must be served in sherbet 
glasses, should be saved for some other time. Limit 
your menu to two courses: a main course of one or 
two hot dishes, with relishes, sandwiches or a buttered 
hot bread, a hot beverage, and a crisp, crunchy salad, 
and a dessert. 


Arrange the entire main course, with the neces­ 
sary china in piles, the silver and napkins In place 
on the table. (The water and glasses may be on the 
buffet table if there is room, or on a side table.) Invite 
the guests to take a plate, help themselves to food, 
silver, and a napkin, and then find a comfortable chair. 
You may have one or two of your friends serve at the 
table if you like, but you can manage without this help. 


While the guests are enjoying second servings of the main course to 
which they have been invited to help themselves, you will have an oppor­ 
tunity to clear off the serving dishes from the buffet table and arrange the 
dessert course and necessary silver on it. When the table is reset and 
ready for dessert, ask the guests to leave the soiled main-course plates 
on one or two small tables placed conveniently in the dining room or one 
of the other rooms, and then <o serve themselves to the dessert. Of course, 
if you have a maid, che can take care of rearranging the table for dessert, 
etc., leaving you free to carry on your duties as hostess. 


Some of you may have a large home and spacious rooms. Then you 
will add to the comfort of your guests by placing small tables—bridge 
tables are good—here and there in the dining room and adjoining rooms 
for the guests to sit at after serving themselves at the buffet table. Men, 
in particular, sometimes get tired of balancing a plate on their knees! Use 
your dainty bridge-table covers, napkins, and Hat silver in setting up these 
tables. Or arrange the silver and napkins on the buffet table as suggested 
before. If these set-up small tables are going to be in the way while guests 
ai e arriving, you can push them back against the wall or set them up after 
the guests arrive. You will find the guests eager to help.

CHICAGO.—More than 8,500,000 
tons of nitrogen, phosphorus and 
potash—the three m ajor plant foods 
are rem oved from the soil of 
American 
farm s 
every 
year 
by 
grow ing crops of all kinds, accord­ 
ing to a bulletin m ade public here 
by the Middle West Soil Im prove­ 
m ent Committee. 
The bulletin listed the fertility 
losses from harvested crops as fol­ 
lows: 4.600,000 tons of nitrogen, 700,- 
000 tons of phosphorus and 3,200,000 
tons of potash. 
“The fertility of the nation’s soil 
i* further depleted by erosion, leach­ 
ing, livestock and livestock m arket­ 
ing, the oxidation of soil organic 
m atter and fire, to the extent of 
11.400.000 tons of nitrogen, 1,800,000 
tons of phosphorus and 33,000,000 j 
tons of potash. These factors, plui 
the dram from harvested crops, re­ 
sult in a total annual loss from tho 
soil of 16,000,000 tons of nitrogen, 
2.500.000 tons of phosphorus and 36,- 
200.000 tons of potash. 
“ How pressing is the need of soil 
conservation in this country m ay be 
understood from the fact that at the 
present rate of application on Amer­ 
ican farm s, chem ical fertilizers and 
manures restore only about 2,900,000 
tons of nitrogen, 1,100.000 tons of 
phosphorus and 2,300,000 tons of pot­ 
ash. 
Restorations 
from 
other 
sources reduce the annual net loss 
to 2,700,000 tons of nitrogen, approx­ 
imately 1,200,000 tons of phosphorus 
and over 30,000,000 tons of potash. 
“ T h e su rest m eans of com batting 
the depletion of our soils lies in an 
intelligent pro g ram of fertility re s­ 
toration by the adequate use of com ­ 
m ercial fertilizer.

Our Testing Staff 
he:. at the Institute seem still to be children, for when the first fragrance 
af doughnuts begins to float out of one of our kitchens, they are at hand 
,n full force. Indeed, all fried foods are popular as they emerge crisp 
and golden brown from the kettle of hot fat. 
But there are a few secrets- very simple ones—in the making of 
wholesome, toothsome fried foods. First of all, be sure you use a fat that 
does n o t : moke at the right frying temperature, which 
is quite iigh—from 370' F. to 395° F. Then, don’t 
guess at this temperature. Use an approved fat ther­ 
mometer to determine it, as it is most important to 
have the fat hot enough—but not hot enough to burn— 
for if the fat is not hot enough, you may have fat- 
soaked indigestible food. Fried foods are wholesome 
if properly fried. Finally, strain the fat after each 
frying and store in a covered container; then you can 
use the same fat again and again. 
When these few secrets are learned, you will find 
that you have delicious new ways of preparing fish, 
meat, vegetables, and fruit. Here are some favorite 
recipes tested in our Institute kitchens.

The calendar divides the past 
million years into

days and shows that man was al­ 
ready widespread on the

ago—-a time when scientists

The calendar is made 
of

gravel deposits of 
the 
four Ice 
Ages and the three warm periods 
between them that have marked 
the earth in the last million years.

covered many parts of the world 
With ice hundreds of feet deep.

IN PALESTINE 


I have been much interested in 
recent editorials on Palestine. 
I 
have been there twice in the past 
twelve years and naturally 
be­ 
came interested in the situation. 
I could not go to Damascus 
be­ 
cause there was fighting going on 
between the French and the Syr­ 
ians. 
A< I gathered from various 
observation-- there was a general 
feeling that the English mandate 
in Palestine was working 
much 
better than the French mandate 
in Syria, 
My information was that 
the 
Arabs outnumbered the Jews in 
Palestine 4 or 5 to 1, and that the 


Arabs resented the fact that their 
land might be passing from them. 
There seems no doubt that

present trouble in Palestine comes 
from the land question.
